FARM AXD FIRESIDE. 


—Water filtered through charcoal be* 
cornea perfectly pure. 
—Never milk while the cow is eating. 
When a cow has once acquired the habit 
of feeding at milking time, she will 
often refuse to let down her milk unless 
food is before her. 
—Cabbage Salad.—Shred the cabbage 
fine. 
Heat together two tablespoonfuls 
of vinegar, one of butter and a teaspoon­ 
ful each of salt and sugar. Pour it over 
the cabbage hot, sprinkle pepper on 
top and serve. 
—Vegetable Soup.—Half a shank of 
beef, one-half teacupful of rice, one-half 
dozen potatoes, pared anil sliced in 
three or four pieces, two onions sliced 
(put in before the j>otames) two turnips 
sliced, one carrot sliced, one tomato, a 
little summer savory, pepper and salt, 
thicken with flour. 
—To preserve eggs immerse them in 
some mucilaginous substance that will 
till up or coat over the shell so that the 
air cannot enter. 
This is done by dip­ 
ping them in melted suet, olive oil, a 
solution of gum arabic, etc. 
Probably 
a coating of cosmoline or vaseline 
would answer the purpose. 
—A lady who has raised a large num« 
ber of hens says that after vaiuly trying 
the recommended remedies for lice she 
has hit upon the plan of giving them 
once or twice a week a large loaf made 
of Graham flour, in which a handful of 
sulphur has Ihjcu mixed. 
The hens like 
it and are freed from lice and kept 
healthy through the season. 
—To Cure Tongues.—Put them into 
a pot of boiling water, to shrink for five 
minutes. Take them out to cool, and 
take a quarter of an ounce of saltpeter, 
a quarter of an ounce of brown sugar, 
and two handfuls of salt, and rub them 
well. Then take as much salt and lay 
them in, as will make a pickle to cover 
them. Turn them frequently, and pack 
them close, for two weeks; then put 
them in the smoke-house until dr}’. 
This is for six or eight tongues. 
r» 
o 
—Beefsteak Pickled.—Lay a steak in 
a pudding-dish with slices of onion, a 
few cloves, whole pepper, salt, a bay 
leaf, a sprig of thyme, one of marjoram 
and some parsley; add oil and tarragon 
vinegar in equal parts, just to come up 
to the steak, and let it steep in this for 
about twelve hours, turning it occa­ 
sionally; then cither broil it or fry it in 
butter and serve with mashed potatoes. 
It may be also fried in butter and then 
stewed with a little common stock and 
served with piquant sauce. 
—A correspondent of the German­ 
town Telegraph says: “ I got a toe4 nipt,’ 
as it is called, anil remembering to have 
learned that salt is good for frost, I 
made a strong brine, cold, and soaked 
my foot in it for half an hour in the 
morning, after it had paiucd mc all 
night. It has never pained or itched 
me since, though it is still tender. The 
same reinedv was afterwards tried with 
several children who were complaining 
of frosted feet, with entire success. This 
may be of use to many iii Lute cold win­ 
ter, aud I scud it to you in that hope.1*

Horses anti cattle normally require, 
in round numbers, four pounds of water 
for each jM/uutl of dry substance in the 
fool], while sheep require about two 
pouuds, or half as much. 
This esti­ 
mate, the result of many careful exper­ 
iments, includes the water contained in 
the food, as well as that in the drink. 
The amount of water needed by pigs 
has not been accurately determined. 
With horses we find a different digest­ 
ive arrange me ut,—one that changes 
tho conditions which were suitable for 
ruminants to a very important extent. 
Horses have but one stomach, and that 
relatively small. It contains when fully 
distended, but fifteen to sixteen quarts, 
aud in this condition is too full for the 
performance of its functions. 
Usually, 
when digesting the food, the horse’s 
stomach does not contain more than 
ten quarts, and as more food is eaten, 
some of the contents pass onward into 
the intestines, to make room for it. 
In 
eating a full feed of hay, the stomach is 
filled two or three times, so that the 
part first eaten can remain but a short 
time for digestion. Now here is a poiut 
of great importance. The albuminoids 
of the food are digested in the stomach, 
and a stomachful of grain contains four 
to six times as much of these as a stom­ 
achful of hay. Consequently, for a suf­ 
ficient quantity of gastric juice to be 
mixed with the grain and produce its 
full effect, requires a much longer time 
than with hay. 
If, then, we feed oats 
or corn, aud immediately afterward 
hay, we may be very certain that the 
wrasS will be forced from the stomach 
F/efore it is perfectly digested; but if we 
feed the hay first and then tho grain, it 
is not difficult to understand that the 
latter can remain in the stomach a suf­ 
ficient time. 
There is one advantage in mixin 
oats or ground feed of any kind wit 


This winter has been a very unfavor­ 
able one fdr preserving com in common 
cribs. 
There has been much snow and 
rain, and they have blown in the cracks 
of the cribs and rendered the corn 
moist. 
When the grains and cob have 
been wet they have frozen, and the 
freezing, most likely, has destroyed th© 
erm ox the seed. 
This fact can only 
e satisfactorily ascertained by testing 
some of the kernels. 
This may be 
readily done by placing them between 
layers of cotton batting, or in loose 
cotton, moistening them, and placing 
the vessel that contains them in a mod­ 
erately warm place, 
lf experiments 
show that a considerable proportion 
of the corn relied on for seed will not 
germinate, means must be taken in 
season to procure a supply that is relia­ 
ble. This matter should not be deferred 
so late as to put off tho time of plant­ 
ing till beyond tho usual period. 
In 
this latitude it is necessary to utilize 
the entire growing season if we wish 
to obtain a large crop of corn. 
It is 
vastly better to give live dollars a bush­ 
el for reliable seed corn than to plant 
that of which there is any doubt. 
Many peraons who are careful in 
their selections of seed corn make up 
for their want of prudence and fore­ 
sight by replanting the “missing hills.** 
Common observations show, however, 
that replanted com, liko chickens that 
are helped out of the shell, never 
amounts to much. 
If it is of the same 
variety as that which was planted in 
tho first place it is not likely to mature 
if the season is short. 
It is a source of 
trouble during tho season of cultivation 
and harvesting. If an early variety is 
selected for flic reason that it will ma­ 
ture quickly, the product of the field 
will be mixed corn, which will com­ 
mand a lower price in the market 
tluanda lot that is of the same kind 
throughout 
After procuring an ample supply of 
reliable seed corn of a good variety, 
attention should next be given to the 
preparation of the ground where the 
crop is to be produced. 
It is not 
enough to plow and harrow it well. 
H there are low places in the field pro­ 
vision must be made for draining them, 
and forprcventing waterfrom collecting 
in them during the season. 
More corn 
is lost by water standing on the ground 
than by any other cause. 
Land intend­ 
ed for corn should never be plowed 
when it is wet. 
The soil should be in 
a condition to bo pulverized as it rolls 
from the plow. If the soil is oui to 
damp when it is plowed it will not be in 
a condition to work well at any time 
during the entire season. 
It is a mistake on the part of many 
farmers to suppose that com is not an 
exhaustive crop. 
Its growth does not 
exhaust the soil of a few elements, as 
wheat does in a few seasons, after 
which it cannot be raised in paying 
quantities. 
Neither does it quickly ap­ 
propriate tho clements of plant growl 
as is the ease with flax and most of the 
small grains. 
Tho reason of this is 
that the plants occupy but a compara 
ti vol}’ small amount of the soil in the 
field where it is planted. 
As the hills 
are generally about four feet apait, the 
roots do not extend through all the soil 
occupied by the crop, as is the case 
when seed is sown broadcast, or plant 
ell by a drill. 
Still the roots draw tho 
fertility from the soil they occupy, and 
in the course of a few years the change 
in the location of the hills will cause 
all the ground to be occupied by roots 
at least for one season. 
Our prairie 
land is rich in the material required for 
the production of corn: but crops 
grown several years in succession will 
cause it to become jioor. 
In many of 
the richest portions of the West the de­ 
crease in tile yield of corn has been 
great during the past few years. 
No crop shows the effect of high 
manuring better than corn. 
The easi­ 
est anil perhaps the best method of ap­ 
plying coarse farm-yaril manure to 
corn land is to spread it over the sur­ 
face and to plow it under. 
Treated in 
this wa}’, it benefits the crop during 
the entire season. Its effects will also 
be seen on several following crops 
lantcd on tho same land.

This oration consisted of a vivid state­ 
ment of the events preceding the elec­ 
tion of Lincoln, the perplexing questions 
whichagitttted tile country, and a descrip­ 
tion of his inauguration. A clear out­ 
line of the contest over slavery was 
given, and a showing of some of the con­ 
ditions leading bi his assasination 
The 
story of his inauguration was pronounc­ 
ed the distinguishing mark of that peri­ 
od iu our uational history when truth 
and liberty closed in deadly strife, with 
falsehood and oppression. The oration 
was an excellent one. 


INFLUENCES OF MEMORY— HATTIE ALLEN. 
This was one of the best written essays 
of the day, aud was full of thought. The 
writer represented memory as imperisha­ 
ble, defined its proper use, and gave in­ 
teresting instances of its remarkable pow­ 
er. She spoke of the pains and pleasures 
of memory, aud the necessity of so mak­ 
ing our own history day by day as to 
form a pleasant volume for memory bi 
lionise. The pains of memory were just 
retributions for wrongs, but should also 
serve as warnings, and as promptings to 
better things. 


BEAUTY AND GLOOM— MARY CONWAY. 
There was some very pleasing and 
skillful word-painting in this essay. It 
opened with a picture of Alpine scenery, 
and how tho clouds and mist gave place 
bi sunlight aud gladness. 
“ Beauty and

pleasingly applied to life, aud illustrated 
by biographical and liisbirieal instances.

PRESENTATION OF DIPLOMAS. 
Stanley B. Smith, President of the 
Board of Education, in presenting the 
diplomas, made the following address: 
Lndie* ani Gentlemeni After the pro­ 
tracted exercises of the afternoon it 
would be an ungenerous act to detain 
you for many momenta. There are, how­ 
ever, some features of progress in our 
schools, and more conspicuously in the 
High school to which it may not be un­ 
profitable or unentertaining to you, eith­ 
er as parents, tax payers or pupils, to have 
your attention directed. 
That an intelligent conception of the 
condition of our schools may lie ha I ti 
brief comparison will be made between 
the year now closing and 1K75—immedi­ 
ately prior to the erection of the Central 
Building, and tho year when the present 
KuperinbMident assumed tho manage­ 
ment. At that timo there were nearly 
3,(JOO children in tho city between the 
agc*s of four and twenty—the enumera­ 
tion in ISHO was about 2(11) less than that 
number. The bital number of children 
enrolled on the school registers during 
the current year is 1,7*23—si lowing that 
something over fifty per cent of all the 
children between four and twenty have 
attended the public schools in the year. 
The |M*riod of life which is iu general 
more 
exclusively given to obtaining 
knowledge is between the ages of seven 
and fifteen, and of this class there are in 
the city about 1,500 persons, and of these 
1,500 the names of 1,33‘J are now upon 
tho school records, leaving but 111, or less 
than 
eight 
per 
cent. 
who 
attend 
private 
schools 
who are sent elsewhere to bo educated 
anil wlio are prevented by business re­ 
quirements or .other reasons from attend­ 
ing any school. Six years ago there 
were but two grammar departments in 
the city, aud they wore in this building. 
The completion of Central building in 
137fi, made possible aud necessary a gen­ 
eral reorganization of tho various classes, 
and so rapid has been the growth of 
the ii plier grades that there are now 
eight grammar departments, and not an 
unoccupied room iu auy of the school 
buildings. 
The condition of the High School like­ 
wise indicates that the educational affairs 
of the city have been managed in a man­ 
ner ’conducive to their prosperity. In 
1375 it had HH members—dunug the 
current year there have been ICI mem­ 
bers. In these five 
years 54 persons 
ezclusive of the present, class have 
been graduated—43 girls and ll l>oys; 
24 of tho girls have become teachers ami 
13 lielong to the city corps, and 31 of our 
3G lady teachers have received all or the 
chief part of their education in our 
city schools. Most of the boys are en­ 
gaged in business pursuits aud not one 
of them has proved an unworthy repre­ 
sentative of the educational advantages 
of Janesville. The success of our schools 
depends directly upon the system on 
which they are based, and the teachers 
who are employed. That tile system is 
excellent, experience amply attests, and 
that the teachers are faithful and compe­ 
tent, the results leave no substantial rea­ 
son ti doubt. 
T<> the rias*— It is'perhaps proper that a 
few words be addressed to you as you 
depart from these halls which von have 
occupied for so rnauy years, 'there are 
two pleasant features connected with this 
class—first the records of this school do 
not disclose so large a number of gradu­ 
ates as sixteen on any previous occasion 
of this kind; second, there are'moro boys 
than auy other class has had. The re­ 
moval blVleath from your midst, but a 
few mouths sinoe of George Kipley, left 
a void in your ranks which could not be 
filled, for he was one of your best mem­ 
bers aud brightest scholars. The thor­ 
oughness of the instruction which he re­ 
ceived aud hts devotion as a student were 
clearly exemplified in a considerable col­ 
lection of apparatus which he left and 
which was made by himself to illustrate 
many of tho principles of natural philos­ 
ophy and chemistry.

THE VALEDICTORY. 
In a very teuder and pleasing valedic­ 
tory, Miss Fatten expressed the thanks 
of the class to the Common Council, 
Board of Education, Superintendent and 
teachers, aud to the janitor, for the favors 
which had been crowded into the past. 
After bidding farewell to school-mates 
and teachers, she closed with the follow­ 
ing wellchosen words to her class: 
My class-mates,—we have reached, aud 
almost spent, this last day to which we 
have so long looked forward; we have at­ 
tained, that of which we have often des­ 
paired. But let this first siight success 
be but a stepping-stone to a new effort 
~r® new despair, if necessary—so that it 
raises us a round higher on that ladder 
which yet towers high above us, but 
whose top round is worthy of our earnest 
endeavor. For four yeap we have been 


scribed in copious doses, to those who 
have here reached the end of their labors. 
Advice is at once the most plentiful and 
ephemeral of all earthly commodities, 
while it is sometimes listened to witli in­ 
terest it is generally disregarded with 
alacrity. Its value is usually in 
au 
inverse ratio to its amount, for it may 
btl said to bo an accepted fact that those 
who give it freely are tho last persons to 
follow it carefully, aud those who deal it 
out most lavishly are universally recog­ 
nized as economical with all other con­ 
tributions. 
One of the earliest of the Greek phil­ 
osophers taught his disciples to “avoid 
extremes”—that only by so doing could 
they shun tho shallows of timidity, indo­ 
lence, parsimony and prudishness on one 
baud] aud avert engulfment in tho rap­ 
ids or temerity, enthusiasm extravagance 
aud licentiousness on the other. A 
great thinker has remarked that “lie only 
can truly govern, who first learns to 
obey”—signifying that that person alone 
can command respect aud enforce author­ 
ity who has first been willing to yield 
ready obedience to needful rules aud re­ 
quirements. Almost ever}* generation 
has had its philosopher who thought he 
discovered the true secret of luimaii hap- 
piuess and who left embodied in a maxim 
or precept, somo great truth which has 
been a help to the race. In our own 
century, Johu Randolph, of Roanoke, 
once proclaimed to the American Senate 
that lie had found the philosopher’s stone 
—that it was “Pay as you go,” declaring 
to his listeners that by so doing they 
could avoid unnumbered calamities and 
misfortunes’ To a good education add 
lessons such as these, whose wisdom and 
importance, experience has abundantly 
substantiated aud you may feel certain 
1 of au ample reward in increased content­ 
ment and independence. 
Tho ordinary lessons of an hour like this 
arc as familiar to you as twice-told tales. 
To speak of the blessings and consola­ 
tions which a good education will bring 
in your maturer years, and of the great 
wisdom of not relinquishing your studies 
because you may have ceased to be schol­ 
ars, is only to repeat that of which you 
are already assured. 
It must, however, 
be remembered that knowledge alone is 
not an unfailing panacea for every moral 
or intellectual infirmity. 
Butler, who 
wrote the Hudibras, aud who had great 
learning, died in the midst of squalor; 
Bacon, who was praised as the greatest 
and wisest, was likewise stigmatized os 
the meanest of mankind, and was con­ 
victed of taking bribes; and Dr. John­ 
son, one of the finest scholars of all the 
centuries, was so superstitious that he 
thought it a dangerous omen to pass un­ 
der a ladder. Not among the least of the 
beueficial results of your school life will 
be found the permanent impression upon 
your character of the practical virtues of 
promptness, punctuality, and application 
which have been enforced by precept aud 
example while you have been pupils. 
And as we are assured that you have 
zealously fought the good fight, and have 
diligently kept the faith through these 
many yearsjthese diplomas are given you 
as official token of Your good character 
aud excellent scholarship; aud as the 


The trial of Fred Ohms for the murder 
of his father came to a close last night, 
it being given to the jury about six 
G o’clock. 
They retired and about nine 
o’clock brought in a verdict of guilty. 
This verdict seems to give general satis­ 
faction, and its justice seems not to be 
questioned. The jury is pronounced one 
of the most intelligent, attentive and pa­ 
tient, of any which was over called upon 
to weigh the evidence in a case of such 
importance in that court. 
On retiring 
they talked the evidence over for an 
hour, and then took a ballot, resulting in 
eleven for conviction. 
Tile other one 
was in doubt, but was not strongly set 
for acquittal, and after inure talk he voted 
witli the ethers. 
The jury was impaneled one week ago 
Saturday night, and the first witness was 
sworn one week agt) last Monday. There 
have been 29 witnesses for tile State aud 
20 for the defense, and hence tho work of 
the jury was no light matter, but they 
gave it their I lest judgment anil closest 
attention, 
and 
performed their part 
well. 
District Attorney Clawson, was ably 
assisted by John R. Bennett, of this city, 
aud tile defense was ably conducted 
by Judge Dunwiddie and O. H. Teth­ 
ers. 
□The murder of Fred Ohm’s father oc­ 
curs* I on tho 19th of Juno 1H73, about 
ll o ’c Io c k p. in. The testimony was 
about the same as on the previous trial, 
except 
that 
one 
new 
witness, 
was 
discovered 
by 
the 
State, 
B. B. Bowed, of Juda, who had kuown 
young Glims for ten years, and who tes­ 
tified positively that he saw him get on 
the train at Juda Jtlie morning after the 
murder. All the evidence was circum­ 
stantial, coming from many witnesses, 
widely separated, and tending strongly 
to show his guilt, aud also to show that 
it wiw not committed by no one else. 
Tile murdered man was found between 
the house and tile barn, with four bullet 
holes. His wife and daughter return­ 
ing from prayer meeting heard three 
shote, and another witness heard four. 
A horse blanket taken from a neigh­ 
bor on the 22d of May, was identified as 
being in the defendant’s possession on 
the 27th or 23th of ’May, 1373. At that 
time Ohm’s went into the haymow of M. 
L. 
Richardson’s 
barn 
here, 
and 
lighting 
matches 
to 
see 
his 
way. 
Mrs. 
Richardson 
was 
awakened, aud he was discovered. Tile 
blanket was noticed, and a similar one 
was found, just before the murder, in 
Green county, showing that Ohms went 
back there though he denied doing so. 
Julia Schultz saw a man in a field a 
half mile from the scene of the murder 
alxiut June IG, aud thought it was Glims, 
her attention being called by hearing the 
click of a revolver. 
After the murder Henry Phillip* aud 
Melzer Colton, hunted for the tracks, and 
fouud them clearly defined, and cut a 
pattern of paper. At tho scene of the 
murder like tracks were found, leading 
toward J uda, and the patterns taken were 
found to fit exactly the boots which 
Ohms had when arrested. Thoro was 
only one track, which showed that but 
one person was engaged in the murder. 
At Juda on tho morning after the 
murder, 
a 
man 
was 
seen 
to 
get on the train from the opposite side of 
the depot. Caroline Byers, while milk­ 
ing a cow noticed him coming from a 
shanty to the cars. On tho train he was 
seen by Conductor Dean, Emery Brand, 
brakeman, and Richard Lees, traiusman, 
and James Gleissner, of Monroe. They 
all identified him as Ohms, when arrest­ 
ed, as his manners on the train attracted 
their attention. 
At Jonesville ho got off on the wrong 
Ride of the train.

Between 5 aud G 
o’clock in the afternoon Ohms stopped 
up to Johu Bchrendt, aud seeing ho had 
some papers belonging to Father Munich, 
wauted to buy a Gazette with the latest 
news. Behrendt told him he could get 
one at King’s, but he did not go there. 
At 9 o’clock in the evening, Ohms sat 
in tho door of O. F. Meyer’s store, while 
Mr. 
Myers 
was 
reading 
aloud 
tho 
Gazette’s 
ac­ 
count of the murder. There were also 
present A. G. Locke, Henry Rubins, 
James Cox, and Robert Horn, all of 
whom testified to the fact After a little 
Ohms picked up the Gazette, looked over 
the account a few minutes, and then 
went outside, and soon after went to 
Hollister’s saloon, took a glass of beer 
and then wont to Bauman’s saloon where 
his manner attracted the attention of 
Mr. Bauman, Mr. Ehrliuger, and Ole 
Evenson. 
In response to Bauman’s 
question he said his home was in Sylves­ 
ter and his name was Fred Ohms. They 
gave bim the Gazette, aud told him they 
had been hunting for him. He looked 
at the account and 
only remarked, 
“they’ve shot him.” 
There was some 
talk about the train from Monroe having 
gone, but a railroad man told bim lie 
could go with him at 4 
o’clock iu 
the 
morning. 
The 
defendant 
testified that he said he would walk the 
distance, and started across Milwaukee 
street bridge, followed by Ehrliuger. 
Reaching Bluff street he went into the 


basem ent of the barn form erly occupied 
by D. W . W atts, and where O hm s claim" 
ed he had been sleeping nights, got an 
old coat, and started up Bluff street, in ­ 
tending he said, to go up to the railroad 
and cross the bridge to Jackson street to 
get on the M agnolia road. 
H e comm enced to run, and E h rliu g er 
run by him and m eeting C onstable T ay­ 
lor, directed him |to arrest Ohm s, which 
he did. 
On his person was found a 
pocket book containing a $2 bill, a quar­ 
ter and a two cent piece, corroborating 
C onductor D ean’s statem ent th at the m an 
on the cars had such a pocket book and 
noticed its contents to be th u s on his 
opening it to pay his fare. 
Young Ohm s denied having been in 
G reen county at all since the 22d of May 
and denied all know ledge of the m urder. 
Wesley Allen, of this city, th o u g h t he 
saw him here before the arrival of the 
M onroe train the m orning after the m ur­ 
der. 
W illiam W atson testified to seeing him 
at GrayV restaurant on the evening of the 
m urder, w anting to buy bread, b u t W at­ 
son adm itted th at he had then heard 
about tho m urder, so he m ust have been 
m istaken as to the date. 
T he prisoner had his first trial at the 
O ctober term , 1878, Ju d g e Cothren pre­ 
siding. 
Ho was found guilty, and as the 
Ju d g e could not Btay to hear a m otion for 
a new trial Ju d g e Conger heard it and de­ 
nied it. T he Suprem e C ourt doubting his 
authority to hear the m otion, granted a 
new trial, which has resulted in another 
conviction. 
O hm s has already spent one 
year in W aupun, d u rin g th e pendency of 
the m otion, and was brought back to 
M onroe last fall. 
Ho will now return 
w ithin a day or two.
